The Morning Budget. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, August 11.—The follow- 


ing is the text of the prociamation against}. and 
Arabi Pasha, communicated to the conferenee | 


on Tnursday: 

„Arabi Pasha, having the second time 
transeressed the law by taking authority that 
does not belong to him, and haviog presumed 
to menace vessels belonging to oid and tried 
friends of Turkey, ie, for these misdeeds, 
prociaimed a rebel, together with bis adher- 
ents. Be it known to all that obedience is 
due solely to the Kbedive, who is 
the representative of the Sultan.’’ 

Lord Dufferin submitted to Said 
Pasha the draft of the military convén- 
tion proposed by Great Britain. 

The Duke of Connaught, in an interview 
with the Khedive, conveyed a verbal message 
from Queen Victoria, expressing her deep 
sympathy for the Kbedive and Ezypt. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 1l. — Two of Arabi 
Pasha’s spies have been captured. 

Cartwright, Acting British Consul-Ceneral, 
in view of the difficulty of obtaiaing water, 
has sent a circular to foreign Consuls ask- 
ing them to inform their respective 
governments of the great importance of pre- 
venting increase inthe number of arrivals 
here. 

_ Arabi Pasha mounted eleven additional 
guns in his first line of intrenchments. 

The Khedive’s agent at Constantinople an- 
nounces the departure of Dervisch Pasha on 
board the Ottoman yacht Izzedin, with a 
small force of troops. 


The Holy War. 

Since the present disturbance broke out in 
Egypt the mollah has been bringing his 
political influence conspicuously into play. 
Knowing well their power for political ends, 
one of Arabi Bey’s first moves when he 
saw that hostilities were inevitable was to 
gather together the mollahs and dervishes of 
Cairo and send them out into the Nile Valley 
villages to preach a holy war in every 
mosque. The result of this was that a 
large number of young men, inflamed by re- 
ligious enthusiasm, abandoned their homes, 
flocked into the larger towns, and there 
clamored to be armed and sent to the front 
along with Arabi’s other warriors. In Cairo 
the combined religious and political machine 
has been worked by Arabi most affectively. 
He has used the Cairo Sneikhs for his pur- 
poses and they are using and are still using 
the populace for their purposes. The great 
Ulema or teachers of the mosque of El Azhar 
stand ready to denounce Sultan Abdul Ha- 
mid aad to prociaim the Arab Grand Shereef 
of Mecca as the true Kaliph of Islam 
if Turkey sends a man into the country to 
fight against the Egyptians. Although the 
sympathies of the Constantinople hierarchy 
are personally in favor of Arabi’s contentions, 
there is a party which is seriously debating 
whether it would be legitimate for Turkey, 
in the event of certain contingencies, to give 
its sanction to the prociamation of a holy 
war, or “Jebad,” on behalf of ali Islam.

THE OUTLOOK IN MAINE.

The Chances of Victory Slightly 
in Favor of the Republicans.

The Late Pension Appropriatlen— The 
Labor Investigating Committee— 
Improving the Shipping. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, August 11—The Maine 
campaign is beginning to attract much atten- 
tionand will, no doubt, continue to do so 
from this time tothe end of the canvass. 
The contest seems likely to be a very close 
one, and no man can intelligently pregict the 
result. Many people think that it will result 
in placing the Republicans again in power in 
the State, but the fizht against them will be 
very vigorous, As itisthe first election of 
the campaign, no effort will be spared on 
either side to carry the State and thus gaip 
prestige for the remainder of the fight. On 
the whole, the indications, judged from what 
can be gathered here, seem rather favorable 
to the Republicans. The State was carried 
two years ago by the Greenbackers and Dem- 
ocrats only by the merest ghost of a msjor- 
ity, and there is reason to believe the G een- 
back party of that time has lost some 
strength, as the Greenback issue has entirely 
faded out. Reed aud Dingley, members 
of the present House, are strong men and wil! 
vorobably be re-elected, as both have done 
good work this session. Boutelle and Mili 
ken, the other two Republican nominees (for 
Maine bas but four members under the new 
distribution) are not so strong. Boutelle is 
not extremely popular at home, where he has 
the reputation of being a “machine man.“ 
He was beaten in the fight two years ago, and. 
every defeat of this sort naturally weakens 
one in a contest f this kind. Milliken bas 
the same thing to contend against—at least 
o far as defeat two years ago is concerned. 
In politics, as in many other things, nothing 
succeeds like success.” Lidd and Murch, 
against whom they are to run, however, have 
made no record in the present Congress, 
though it this fact is to decide results a good 
many members of the present Congress will 
be left at home next time. 

PENSIONS. 

The work of filling the places made by Con- 
gress forthe better carrying out of the dis- 
tribution of pensions is progressing very sat- 
isfactoriiy. The House and Senate having 
voted a bundred millions in a twinkling of an 
eye for this work, Col. Dudley iseas quietly 
and unostentatiousiy carrying it to comple- 
tion. It is expected, under the new arrange- 
ment, with the largely increased force, that 
the frauds which have so strangely marked 
the pension system, whereby so many have 
succeeded in get ing that to which they were 
not entitled, will be, if not ehminated, at 
least reduced to a very small percentage. It 
bas been charged against Co!.Dedley’s prede- 
cessor in office that he permitted the bureau 
to be operated asahuge political machine. 
Whether this will follow in this case remains 
to be seen, but the general impression is 
that it will not. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

Much interest is felt in the work of the 
Senate Committee on Education and Labor 
which was mapped out for the summer. The 
resolution directs them to inquire into the 
relations of labor and capital, wages and 
hours of labor, in this country and ip other 
countries, and the cause of and cure for the 
labor troubles of the past few months. The 
chairman ofthe committee is Senator Blair, 
and the committee is a good one, though not 
astonishingly great. They are expected to 
„gend for persons and papers“ and make a 
thorough inquiry and present as a result 
some legislation at the next session which 
shall remedy in some degree the existing un- 
satisfactory relations of capital and labor. 

THK DECAYED SHIPPING. 

Speaking of the summer work of commit- 
tees calls to mind the very important com- 
mission appointed by Speaker Keifer just 
before the session ended to investigate into 
the decay of American ship-buiiding and 
commerce. The committee was appointed on 
the motion of Mr. Dingley,of Maine, who in- 
troduced a resolution to this effect. Mr. 
Belmont had, however, introduced a similar 
resolution earlier in the session, but it gave 
place to Dingley in some way. When Speaker 
Keifer came to appoint the committee he 
placed Mr. Cox on the committee from the 
State of New York, leaving out Mr. Belmont, 
the author of the original proposition of this 
nature. Mr. Beimdnt’s friends feel 
a little piqued over it and bold that he 
ought to have been given second place on 
the committee. Thereisa good deal of in- 
terest alsoin the work of this committee. 
Nobody wants any more convineing. proof 
of the decay of our shipping than is now evi- 
dent, but how the trouble can be best reme- 
died is not a question so easily answered to 
the satisfaction of the lawmaker. Reaily, if 
our shipping industry is to be revived, there 
seems but one way to accomplish it, and that 
is to follow the course so successfully pur- 
sued by Austro-Hungary, France, Eagland 
and urged by the German Government, of 
paying bounties on vessels constructed and 
put into the trade, ia some cases subsidizing 
them direct. During the past vear the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Government paid to the 
Liovd Steamship Company nearly 
2,000,000 florins in the way of subsidies 
and payments for service performed, and to 
other vessel-6wners probably as much more. 
France has also paid immense sums in this 
same direction, and so impressed with the 
value of the plan was that able German, 
Prince Bismafck, that be has recently urged 
his own country to adopt it. Really this ap- 
pearsto be the solution of the “question for 
this country, but whether Congress and the 
tax-payers will consent to it under the pres- 
ent burning suspicion of “jobbery’’ in every- 
thing where money is involved, is considered 
very doubtful.

Winter Weather Near Chicago—Severe 
Losses in Canada. 5 

CHICAGO, III., Aug. 11.—The past few 
days have been very cool, uncomfortably se 
at times, and frosts are reported from Nortb- 
ern Wiscousin. Evenin the suburbs of the 
city there was a light frost Thursday morn- 
ing. The cold spell bas, however, dons 
no damage to grain or vegetation and 
prices on Change this morning are 
rather weaker. The propeller Menomenee 
is reported by her captain to have encounter- 
ed in midlake, on Tuesday night, a thick, 


cold cloud, which burst on her decks, cover- 
ing them with snow and siush to the depth 
of sixioches. For five minutes the atm s- 
phere was like that of winter, but as the 
steamer was moving rapidly she soon came 
into a warmer temperature. The event is 
unprecedented here, but the accuracy of 
facis is vouched for by the other cffivers and 
passengers, and the story is corroburated by 
the thermome'ric cond tion of that night.

RUINED IN KENTUCKY.

Much of it was 
thresbed early and sold for $1 per bushel. A 
great deal, however, is not yet .hreshed, and 
in many instances it has been greatly injured 
by wet weather. In many places ii is 
sprouting in etacks. Buyers are now 
paying ninety cents for good articles. 
the tobacco crop, which has been poor 
all season, bas o w suffered very serious 
injury from the heavy raius of the past two 
seeks. I bear of one man who had tweuty 
acres Of that land, and, tuvuga the crop was 
promising, he now bas bu: tu ee acres left. 
The rest is ruined. White barley is suffering 
more than any other variety. The corn crop 
is good, but there is little or no oid corn in 
this county, and farmers think prices must 
continue good, even with a gvod crop.

THE VULCAN TRUST BONDS.

Daniel R. Garrison Testifies in the 
Peck-Chouteau Case, 


Further Ventilation of the Iren Works 
Management—Removal of the 
Bonds. 


Depositions in the suit of Charles H. Peck 
sgainst Charles P. Chouteau relative to the 
removal of the Vulcan Iron Works trust 
bonds were resumed this afternoon before. 
Notary Morrison Renshaw, at the office of 
Jesse B. Woodward. The witness of the day 
was Daniel B. Garrison, at one time presi- 
dent and general manager of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad. He testified, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Woodward for plainiiff, as 
tolio we: 

I was a director of the Vulcan Iron Works- 
from May, 1875, down to the period of suey 
pearen Bouds were set aside as securit. 


or indorsers on the company’s paver 
Messers. Oliver A. Hart, Chas. H. Peck, BE lis 


N. Leeds, Charles P. Chouteau and Man- 


deville were indorsers ou the paper of the 
company. n indorsed paper to 
the extent of $25,000. Irelied upon the se- 
curity of the boads set aside. I did not know 
of the executive committee attempting to raise 
200,000 by sale of the bonds. The bonds were 
used as collateral security. If the Executive 
Committee authorized the removal of any of 
the bonds for payment of an antecedent debt 
Idid not know it. The indorsers on the 
company’s paper renewed their indorsements 
from time to time down to the date of 
suspension. D. K. Ferguson was president of 
the company and Olwer L. Garrison Secre- 
tary. Oliver Garrison Was vol a 
member of the executive Committee. 
I did not know of the bonds being sold. I 
thought that Mr. Cbouteau was entitled to 
some bonds as a consideration for the moneys 
that he loaned the company. I thought 
at one time that there were about 300 bonds. 
Not until after the suspension did I know 
that Mr. Cnouteau had received ove hundred 
of the bonds piaced for security of the in- 
dorsers. 

Tue bonds were placed for the purpose of 
raising meney; I do not kuow exactiy how 
many there were, I cannot say whether any 
of the bonds were sold. I do not suppose that 
the resolution authorized the disposition of 
those bonds for an antecedent debt. The 
indorsers of the paper insisted that Mi. 
Cheuteau should deiiver up the hundred 
bends taken for au antecedent debt when jt 
was discovered that there were 
only seventy-eight bonds for distribution. 
The executive committee did not-to my 
knowledge authorize Mr. Ferguson or Mr. 
O.iver Garrison to deliver up any of the 
trust bonds to Mr. Chouteau. 

Cross-examined by Judge Madill—-I gave 
little attention to the Vulcan Iron Works 
offaira. My atteniion was chiefly given, at 
that time, to the Pacific Raiiroad. 1 under- 
atood that Mr. Chouteau advanced large sums 
of money to the Vulcan Compauy and 
that the executive officers gave him bonds ag 
collateral for the moneys advanced. 
Ae I understood it, Mr. Chouteau bad the 
right te take bonds for his loans. He was 
letting us have money at a rate of 
interest which we could not obtain elsewhere, 
Idid not know how many bonds were out. 
Mr. Chouteau was advancing money all the 
time. Whether the bonds were taken for an 
antecede&t debt or for moneys loaned after- 
wards [cannot say. I paid no particular at- 
tention to the indorsements. 

Re-examined by Mr. Woodward: After 
the suspension I learned that Mr. Chouteau 
bad one hundred of the trust bonds set aside 
for security of the indorsers. 

When the suspension took place there 
was some understanding among the 
indorsers that some bonds were 
laid aside to protect and secure the indorsers. 
I do not know how many there were. [| feit 
that Mr. Chouteau had not received any 
more bonds than he a- entitled to. The at- 
fairs of the Vulcan Works were left largely to 
the officers of the company. 

The witness was then put through an ex- 
amination touching his construction of the 
executive commi' ee’s resolution for the 
raising of $200,000 by the use of the com- 
pany’s bonds as collateral or otherwise, and 
the supplemental! regoiution appointing trus- 
tees for the bonds set aside to secure the 
indorsers of the company’s paper. 

Oliver L. Garrisou was called upon to pro- 
duce the minutes and records of the execu- 
tive committee du ing the years 1876 aud 
1877, and the receipts given by C. P. Chou- 
te u and Ejiis N. Leeds as trustees for 
178 of the bonds in the Safe Deposit, 
Mr. Garrison refused to do so except by 
order of the court. Mr. Woodward then con- 
sulted with Judge Madill, and Notary Ren- 
shaw adjourned the depositioas until Mon- 
day, September 4.

Sunday was the last day of the Acton 
camp-meeting, and a high old day it was. 
The crowd present was variously estimated 
‘rom 15,000 to 20,000 people. Trains were 
run from Indianapolis every hour, and in ad- 
dition to these the larger ei ies within range 
of the grounds sent trains. Cincinna’l was 
well represented by about 1,000 of the worst 
bums ever crowded into eleven coaches. The 
first load that passed here was from Greens- 
burg and intermediate points. About 1,500 
persons makeup this crowd, but, on account 
of being near home, they were more civil. As 
it was, the/b’hoys” were well fixed’’ with 
different ‘sized flasks, each and every 
one filled with „oh! be joyful.” Be- 
fore they reacked here the flasks were 
getting empty, and their owners, with their 
friends, pretty full. ‘They took charge of af- 
fairs, and a more disgusting crowd never 
passed here, save the one from Cincinnati. 
Drunken men reeled through the train, 
cursed, blasphemed and made the hour a 
pandemoninm, The hugable class of women 
were bugged, atthe same time adding their 
stare of shame to the orgies of the day. 
Whisky flowed freely, publiciy and withou 
stint as long as it lasted, but fortunately he 
dasks ran cut their supply before the camp 
was reached, many of the old soake being 
cousiderably sobered up before they were 
unioaded at the grounds. The train from 
Cincinnati was infinitely worse than the first, 
the crowd was made up of bruisers, pick- 
pockets, thieves, plug-uglies and prostitutes 
cf the lowest grade, Perhaps a lower class 
of people was never brought together for the 
purpose of attendirg a camp-meeling. They 
ha!!ooed, yelled and howled as only such a 
geng can halioo, yell and howl. Drunk hardly 
exvre-sed the situation. Oa the grounds they 
were better bekaved than one would suppose, 
but in the surrcunding woods the scenes that: 
were enacted wuld put the lowest down 
wretch in existence tothe blush. Men and 
women reveled in unholy embraces, with 
nothing toshield them save the trees, while 
at the same time the voices of the few re- 
ligiously inclined could be heard in worship. 

When tbe Cincivunaii train left the camp 
this gang of pickpockets commenced to work 
the train. Before lt reached here about fif- 
teen watches had been lifted, among them 
some very valuable ones. Dick Sa ler, of 
this city, was relieved of a timer valued at 
$200. Wher the train <topped Sayer caused 
the arrest of Frederick Roi obouse, a German, 
vf Lafayette, but be was released, there being 
no testimonv to convict him. The watch was 
left by the late Solomon Sayler for his son, 
and was prized very highly on tha’ account. 
The number of the watch was 37,137. 

Atthe depot the *cenes were such as are 
not often witvessed. The women teaned out 
of the car Windo»s, knocked off aud spatch- 
ed men’s hats. Some they carried away, 
while others were thrown outinto the crowd 
onthe p'atform. Most all of them were get- 
ting druok as fast as they could, and all 
zee med to have a good sucp'y on hand to 
finish up on Whether or not liquor of any 
kind was secrete y sold near the camp Is not 
positively known, but each a report was eur- 
rent. One thing certain, the crowd Was sup- 
plied with liquor when they left, but where 
they got i! is a questi n. 

So long as these Sunday trains are run to 
Acton jus: so loug will such crowds go 
there. Pere is a resp nsibitity resting some 
place, and the masagement are not perform- 
ing their duty uniess they richt this wrong. 
The Act n camp: meetieg suffered more tban 
ever before, and the disgrace cannot be easi- 
ly wiped ou’. Of the fifceen thousand peo- 
ple present it was es Imated there were not 
to exceed three hundred at the afternoon 
services. This eventing al along the line of 
the C., I., St. L. and C. road comes word of 
the do! zs of this mob. 

At Waidron they insulted every lady they 
could see, and it was god for the hocd!ums 
that they were protected from the infuristed 
citizens by the train moving on.

On the 
camp-ground, this morning, à large number 
of pecket-books were found—ail empty, of 
course. They were the fruits of ‘he gang.

THE COREANS. 


A Strange People as Seen by Commo- 
adore Schufeldt. 
From the Cleveland Leader, August 8. 

A tall gentieman of military physique at- 
tracted the attention «f a Leader commis- 
sioner vesterdsv as he watched the ebb and 
flow at the Union Depot. Upon inquiry it 
was learned hat the warlike gentleman was 
Commodore R. W. Schufeldt, of the United 
States Navy, ho wa- en route to his home 
inthe East. Commodore Schufeldt was sent 
to China and Corea by the G:vernment on an 
important diplomatic mission, and reacted 
this country but a few days since, having ac- 
complished the service he was detailed to 
perform. Corea is a mountainous kingdom 
of Eastern Asia. The Kivgis a vassal of the 
Chinese Empire, vet within his own country 
he is an absolute monarch. His name is 80 
holy that no one is permitted to speak it, aud 
it is rated high treason to touch his body with 
any weapon of iron. Tieng-tsong-tai-vang 
permitted himself to die of an abscess in the 
year 1800 rather than permit his doctor to use 
a lance upon him. Every horseman that 
passes the palace of the King is compelled to 
dismount, and those who enter bis presence 
must needs prostrate themselves before the 
throne. 

There are eight provinces in the Kingdom, 

and each is presided over by 4 Governor. The 
Corean language is Turanian in its nature, 
but the educated classes have discarded it for 
Chinese. Buddhism is the official religion, 
and sacrifices of pigs, goats and sheep are of- 
feredtothe gods for all purposes upon the 
least provocation. Plurality of wives is not 
tolerated, but barems are ia high fashion, aud 
one of these arrangements is attached to the 
palace of the King. Children fare well among 
the people, and strong sffeciion for their off- 
spring is one of the redeeming traits of the 
people. Paper is the only thiag of any con- 
sequence manufactured in the country, but 
trade there is entirely undeveloped. In 1867 
several American vessels were burned by the 
natives, and Commodore Schufeidt was sent 
by the Government to remonustrate with the 
Corean authorities, but he failed and return- 
ea. Admiral Rodgers in 1870 eadeavored to 
enter Corea, and also failed, aad the couutry 
still remains a sealed mystery to the civilized 
world. The Japs have got so far, however, 
asx to be allowed to station a permanent Min- 
ister at the Corean capital, while three of the 
ports are open to Japanese trade, but further 
the) dare not go, 
„Commodore Schufeldt’s second mission to 
nta Was tO pen that country to the world, 
aud he Was successful in doing so threugh 
the inte: vention of the Chinese — 
fhe mineral resources of Cores are said to be 
creat; gold, silver, copper, irou-ore, and coal 
belag reported to be among its hidden treas- 
ures. The Corean women are aot considered 
of much impertance by the males, and among 
the upper classes the marriage of a widow is 
considered disgrace ful, aad tae production of 
the union, if there be any, is iceked upon as 
being illegitimate. Wide wers are, of course, 
free to wed a desen times if they are 80 in- 
clined. There is another custom which 
Americans will bave to 1 when they 
move over, and that if the cultivation . f 
suakes. The average Corean dotes on rep- 
les, and views them with the most pro- 
found respect and awe.

the variety of hazing practised at 
West Point, known as dragging. Lyon 
was told by an upper classmate to bring him 
a bucket of water from a neighboring spring. 
This he did, whereupon the upper classman 
took the bucket and poured the water out oa 
the ground. He then told Lyon to fetch an- 
other pailful. This the pleb did, and the 
second bucket was similarly wasted. The up- 
per classman then for the third time com- 
manded him to bring him a bucket of water. 
Again he complied, but rather than 
submit to further degradation, he resigned 
his appointment forthwith and went home. 
On explaining the circumstances to his father, 
tbat gentieman wrote a letter to the Secreta 
of War, calling his attention to the facts an 
asking for action which would stop such prac- 
tices. The father, it will be seen, took the 
boy’s part, but, commenting on the incident, 
army officers bete express little sympath 
for Lyon. They say be shoul 
have challenged his opponent to 
a fleht and settled the trouble in that way. 
As it is, they claim that Lyon failed to snow 
the metal ofa soldier. It is not likely, there- 
fore, that the department will take any offi 
cial cognizance of Lyon’s case. The publica- 
tion of the facts in the Cook-Scudder fight 
will make some action necessary, and re- 
port is now expected at the department, on 
receiving which the Secretary will probably 
convene 3 court martial.

OLD FOOT-GEAR, 


A Man Who Revives Worn-Out Shoes 
and Reselis Them, 
From the New York Times, 


Rows of shoes stand at the head of base— 
ment stairs on the lower side of Baxter street, 
all the way from Chatham to Canal street, 
from early in the morning until late at night. 
They are patched and pieced, and the soles 
and heels on them are new, but their appear- 
ance telis of long and hard wear. There is 
not an unworn shoe to he seen along the en- 
tire street. They are all second-band, and in 
the worst possible condition at that for the 
most part, Peering down into the gioomy 
basements bundreds of otner pairs will be 
seen on the floors, while on insecure benches 
from one to four eobblers will be seen stitch- 
ing, patching, soling and heeling dilapidated 
shoes. Here, scarcely a minute’s walk from 
the busiest part of the Metropolis, in the 
lowest quarter and in the most unpretentious 
manner, is conducted a busivess the propor- 
tions of which one would never suspect, 

The oid shoe trade is confined almost ex- 
clusively to Baxter street, although tere and 
there in Sixth and Seventh avenues are 
places where better grades of this class of 
second-hand articies are sold. Both men’s 
old boots and shoes acd women’s shoes are 
dealt iu. From five cents to $l a pair is paid 
for men’s sboes. Boots are worth a littie less 
because the sale for them is not so large. 
For women’s shoes from five to thirty-five 
cents apair is paid. Solong as the uppers 
are not completely spoiled the «hoes can be 
utilized. Shoes that most people would sup- 
pose were entirely past redemption can be 
patched up and made presentable. After 
soles and heels bave been put on the shoes, 
and the rents concealed by patches, the price 
is increased about fifty cents on the average. 
A pair of shoes for which tweaty-five cents 
was pald are sold, when repaired, for 75 cents. 
The profit to the dealer is from 10 to 35 per 
eent: The dealers pay their cobbiers, as 4 
rule, 0 cents a pair for reconstructing shoes, 
and in addition to this they vount the cost of 
leather ia their expenses, and thus it will be 
seen that their profit is not heavy. One of 
the shop-men was asked how long the shoes 
would last. We dont like to seil shoes ia 
wet weather, he replied. Tue soles are 
Hable to float off and leave the uppers witbout 


| any bottoms. Mas be they will wear for one day, 


and maybe they will last for one month, We 
guarentee no goods, because the profits are 
so email. Tue covxbiers can’! afford to put 
in many pegs, and we can’t afforato put in 
much leather.“ The reporter picked up a 
palr of shoes, and he was not long in reaching 
the conclusion that, Ake glass, tue must be 
handiea with care, The business not re- 
stricted to the retail trade, butinciudes the 
wholesale.

Very Rare and Valuable Speci- 
mens in a Local Collection. 


A Norwegian Bride’s Outfit—Old Money 
From All Quarters. 


Mr. Jobn H. Overton, the pleasant gentle- 
man who polishes off a stove as the pro- 
prietor of the boot and news-stand of the 
Southern Hotel, has served a faithful term as 
an actor, although few people are aware of it. 
His longest and most successful engagement 
was with the Plunket Company, producing 


euch plays as ‘Caste,’ “The New 
Magdalen,” and “Led Astray,” and 
it is said by the profession 


that Mr. Overton’s Eccles was one of the 
most entertaining and artistic of perform- 
ances. Butas years passed on Mr. Overton 
retired from his nomadic line of business and 
long since settled down to the prosaic reali- 
ties of trade. Asa sort of solace for his joss 
of exditement he became a curiosity gatherer, 
having a particular penchant for old aud rare 
coins. Yesterday be exhibited his treasures 
to a reporter of the Post-D1sPaTCd,who was 
suprised and entertained by a collection of 
the rarest coins in the world. Mr. 
Overton has patiently added to his store of 
treasures until now his s»ecimens of money 
are numbered at between 600 and 700. One 
of the most valuable is acopper coin of the 
reign of Julius Caesar, which is about the 
size of au old-fashioned cent, and the portait 
of the great Roman can be plainly traced on 
the relic. Another coin is a Franklin one- 
cent piece of 1877, samples of which are ex- 
ceedivgly scarce and valued highiy by curios- 
Ity-seekers. There are further to 
be seen in this wonderful collection an Irish 
farthing of George III. containiag the words, 
“Bank token, teu pence, Irish, 1813,” a very 
rare coin; a beautiful Theres coiu of Hunga- 
ry; a Daaisa danske of 1771, nd a Danish 
piece of 1631, remarkabiy weil preserved; a 
rare and curieus piece of Moorish money; an 
English shilling of 1595; a Roman colin of 
1222; a coin of Frederick the G:eat, dated 
i777; a Duke of Wellington ha’-penny; a 
five-franc piece of the French Repubne; 
a balf- crown of Queen Anue’s time; 
a full crown of George III., and choice 
specimens belonging tothe arcient days of 
Spain, Norway, Sweden, Russia, Beigium, 
Switzerland, South America, the Argentine 
Republic and Central America. Two hand- 
seme coins are of the Max milian and the 
E izabethan reigns, while a Russian kopeck 
attracts attention. Among tbe rarities is an 
old English “cartwheel,” or tuppence, weigh- 
ing wo ounces and resembiing a haif-pourd 
ceignt. Mr. Overton has numerous speci- 
mens of . the rovincia! money 
issued by the various States after 
ihe Revolution. Oue of these contains the 
wo ds, No labor, no bread—God speed the 
plough,’’ dated 1786 Auother bears the im- 
press of a horse in the ct of settling on his 
naunches, an act which is designated above 
(ne animal as Russian firmness;’’ the cir- 
clet reads, The Constitution as I under- 
stand it;“ on the obverse side is a man 
bearing a purse and a sword, with the words, 


„Plain system without pomp.” Sul 
another curi sity is a collee- 
tion of Chinese coins, thonged 


together in the shape of a box and a wheel, 
the Chiuese method of saving money. One of 
the mest valuable relies in Mr. Ove ton's 
e Mecion is a Norwegian bride’s ouifit of 
jewelry, over 200 years old, which is a re- 
markably artistic piece of workmanship. 
The set originally consisted of a necklace, 
ear-rings, finger- rings, bracelets and a breast- 
pin, made of silver coins and burnished guid. 
Each coin is surrounded with a doubie or 
triple circlet of filigree werk, each joint 
and mold being fashioned by hand. The 
ornamentation of the coins resembles old lace 
in fineness and texture and the elegance of its 
patterns. Another curiosity which Mr. Over 
ton prizes very highly isa petrified pen- 
knife, found several years ago at Clear Lake. 
Minnesota. The knife isa perfect petrifica- 
tion, showing the two blades, the rivets and 
back-spring as though fashioned adroitly 
from yellow clay. Numerous geol-gists have 
pronounced the knife a most re- 
markable specimen. In a brief 
newsvaper eketch it is impossible to enumer- 
ate one-tenth of the curiosities secured by 
Mr. Overten, who values his collection be- 
yond the purchasing power of most men.

IS ARABI AN IRISHMAN?.

Strange Story Told by Twilight in 
One of the City Parks.

How O' Barry, the Fenian, Came to Adopt 
the Moslem Faith, =». 


Near the western gate of Lafayette Park, a 
few evenings ago, a reporter found him- 
self seated on the same bench with a man 


past middle age who was as noticeable for 


his keen blue eyes and wiry figure as for his 
general air of self-contained taciturnity. In- 
cited by curiosity to know more of bis keen- 
eyed companion the reporter gpened fire upon 
him with aremark about the weather,to which 


the stranger replied briefly and relapsed into | 


silence. An allusion to the latest news from 
the Egvptian war proved more effective, 
for it started him off in 2 dis- 
course upon Egyptian affairs which soon 
showed that be had carefully watched every 
movement there fromthe hour that Arabi 
Pisha first came to the surface, -Warming to 
the subject he became fairly eloquent in his 
praises of Arabi’s patriotism, his hatred of 
England, bis staunch home rule principles 
and his successful Donnybrook methods. 
Nobody but a true son of Erin could as per- 
fectly fill the ideal of the Irish patriot,’’ said 
he at last in a burst of enthusiasm. 

„Good heavens,” cried the reporter, “you 
don’t mean tosay that Arabi Pasha is an 
Irishman, do you?” : 

‘‘More likelyto be an Irishman than a 
Greek sailor or a Dago cook,” said he” “Back 
in the sixties I was myself a Fenian agent in 
India, and I know all about Arabi Pasha. 


He is no more Eryptian than you are. He is 
not a Greek by birth and never was a cook in 
New Orleans or anywhere else.” 

The man made a movement as if to rise, 
but the reporter seized him firmly by the 
buttochole and insisted upon knowing the 
truth, the hole truth, and nothing‘but the 

ruth. Escape was hopeless.. He kept his 
seat and in reply to frequent questions told, 
in substance, the following story:

It was not until two years later 
that he conceived the idea of earning the titie 
ot Hadj: by a pfigrimage to Mecca, and of 
seeking aa Opportunity to stir up the fanati- 
cism of the East against the oppressors of his 
autive land. la the summer of ’68 there was 
a midnight meeting among the Mobammedan 
members of the regiment which was promptly 
suppressed, and next morning Obaree, the 
Eurasian, did not answer to hie name 
when the roll was called. The British of- 
ficers were glad to get rid of so devout a Mo- 
bammedan on such easy term, and gave 
themselves no more trouble abeutbim. His 
fellow eolaiers believe to this day that he was 
secret!v murdered by order of the commend- 
ing fi cer. 

Six months after the above ineldeut there 
landed at Bagdad, from asmal! coasting ves- 
rel, an uged disciple of the True Prophet 
whose piety, prof-und knowledge of the Ko- 
ran aud long wh te beard inspired the faith- 
ful with reverential awe, To ook upon the 
Holy City was his only earthly wish, and the 
easiest-paced camel in ail Bagdad was pro- 
vided for his pilgrimage to Mecca when the 
next Caravan set out across the desert. 03 
journeying thither he was an object of rever- 
ence totne simple-minded children of the 
desert and hadevery opportunity to study 
their habits and aspirations. 110 
would have entered the Holy City 
as a favored one among the 
faithful but for an accident which befell him 
less than three days’ journey fiom Meccs. 
A trading caravan fiom Jeddah camped 
«ithin a stone’s throw of bis tent, and as the 
venerable Alabee sat watebing the stars a 
strange sound of reveiry broke on his ears. 
It was the voice of a Christian undellever. 
The brogue was that of Erin and the song he 
sang was unmistakably inspired by the dis- 
tilled juice of fermented potatoes. Subduing
